claims of the other side, all a man 
who wanted to get out of snpport-. 
ing his wife and 
children would 


have.to do would be: first, to forc« 
her, by abuse or otherwise, to get 
a divorce; second, make the first 
payment of alimony, and then flee 
to another state. 


Trial Lasts Four Months 


The trial of the case dragged orer 


a period of four months and the 
point of law raised by the other 
side was so fine that it took the 
court five month to reach a decision 
in the matter.

payments was inadmissable. 


Contentions Upheld 


Both of their contentions were up- 


held an an officer has already left 
for Davenport to return Miller to 
Madison for trial.

"We-havc from 25 to 30 cases of
